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FRANCE. 

FE noticed in our laft the declaration of 
war by the French republic againft the 
f Naples and Sardinia. Previous to this 
event, general Mack having entered Rome, felt 
simfelf naturally elated, and defirous of contin- 
uing his conqueft without refifttance ; he there- 
fore direéted letters to be written to the French 
als, in which he fulminated forth the moft 
violent menaces. For every fingle fhot fired at 
his troops, he threatened to give up one of the 
French in the hofpitals to the j4/? indignation of 
the people. To thefe manaces the French gene- 
ralsreplied, ¢ that they placed the fick, and other 
Frenchmen who remained at Rome to take cate 
of them, under the guardianthip of all the Nea- 


W 


politan foldiers ; and if a hair of their heads 


should be hurt, it fhould be a fignal for the death 
of all the Neapolitan officers who had fallen into 
their hands.’ The French left fome forces in 
Fort St. Angelo, with an affurance of a fpeedy 
return, and foon after anfwered the threats of 
general Mack by defeating a part of his army at 
Civita Caftellana. Two of the French foluiers 
were found fhot with their hands bound, as well 


fas the edile and adjutant of the commune of Pe- 


dra, who had refufed to ftrike the tri coloured 
Roman flag. 

The firft victory of the French was foon fol- 
lowed by others of a more important nature. 
Eighty thouland of the Neapolitan troops had 
inundated the Roman territory, and attacked the 
French army without any declaration of war: 
the latter were, therefore, as we have feen, com- 
pelled to quit the city of Rome 3; but feventcen 
days had fcarcely elapfed before they re-entered 
that celebrated city intriumph. The French de- 
feated the Neapolitans again at Porto Ferro, 
Otticolli, Calvi, Civica del Irono, Storta, and 
feveral other places, and took twelve thoufand 
prifoners, ninety-nine pieces of cannon, twenty- 
one ftandards and flags, three thoufand horfes and 
males, and the baggage and chefts of the flying 
enemy. The Neapolitan army was thus com- 
peetely routed, and the king and the celebrated 
general Mack*, the French accounts ftate, were 
the firt to fly. Such were the effects of 21 
days campaign | 

The king of Sardinia was fo depreffed with the 
open declaration of war which the French repub- 
lc had made againft him, and the defeat of the 
king of Naples, that the a€t of his formal re- 
hunc'ation of his regal authority in Piedmont, 
and the furrendes of his poffeffions in that coun- 
try to the French republic, was publithed in the

It was fti- 
pulated in the a@ of renunciation, that his Sar- 
dinian majefty fhould retire to his ifland of Sar- 
dinia, 

Accounts, apparently authentic, have lately 
been publifhed in France, which furnifh a more 
complete idea of the fituation and conduct of 
general Buonapaste in Egypt than any which 
haye yet appeared. Theorders of the general, 
and the principle events which take place in 
Egypt, are publifhed at Grand Cairo by Tallien, 
in French and Arabic, in a paper called Courier 
del’ Egypte, which may at fome future period 
affift European hiftorians in handing down to 
pofterity a precife account of this extraordinary 
expedition.——By accounts from Alexandria, dat- 
ed the 8th of September, it appears that the for- 
tifications of that city had been conftru€ted with 
fo much adtivity as taput it outof danger from 
any attack by land or fea. Fifty 24-pounders, 
with feven oreight furnaces for heating redhot 
fhot, and more than twenty mortars, defend the 
different branches of the port;.and the maga- 
zines were fufficiently ftored with provifions to 
ferve the army for more than a year. 

The general, on the rsth of September, or- 
dered thatthe members of the divan, and the 
agas, whom he had placed over feveral provinces, 
fhould each have a falary of 1200 francs per an- 
num, and the interpreter and fecretary cach 80 
livres per month. A board of health was or- 
dered to be eftablifhed at Cairo, ,which fhould cor- 
rcfpond directly with the commandant of the 
garrifon. By an order, dated the 4th of O€to- 
ber, ten companies of the national guards were 
to be created at Cairo 3 thefe companies werevo 
be formed of all the clerks and other individuals 
employed by the army, and in general of ail 
Europeans refiding at Cairo, who were jrequired 
to caufe their names to be regiftered within forty- 
eight hours from the publication of this order, 
at the houfe of the commandant of the quarter 
of the city in which they refided. 

The council of war aflembled by general Vial 
on the 28th of September, fentenced to the pun- 
ithment of death a perfon named ‘Jonter, an agent 
of the Mamelukes : this man had been accufed 
and convinéted of exciting the infurgents in the 
revolt of the 29th and joth Froctider againit the 
French, and putting himfelfattbeir head with a 
tambourine of the country. 

The bakers in the French army have been 
ordered by the commander to infru& the natives 
ot Egypt in the art of making bread. 

On the 15th of Oétober, general Buonaparte 
ifwed orders to the adminiitrator-general of the 
finances, and the intendant-general, to make 
outa lift of the fums which each village ought 
to pay 2s territorial impofitions; and that the 
money fhould be paid into the hands of the per- 
fons employed by the paymafler-general, withia 
twenty-four hours after it fhall be received by 
the colle@ers, Whenever it might be neceflary 
to make the troops march, they were td be al- 
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lowed, os a gratification, double pay, which was 
to be saifed by anextraordinary levy op the villa- 
gos im arrear. 

By the fame intelligence «it appears, that the 
Arabs of Darne inhabiting the village of Som- 
bat, in the province of Garbia, who aflafiinated 
a detachment of French foldiéers, had been at- 
tacked by a body of troops under general Dugua, 
when more than. 50 of them were killed, a great 
numbcr of them drowned, and the village burnt. 

So late as the 6th of O@ober, the divifion of 
general Deffaix gained a new yictory over the 
Mamelukes ; he fubdued a great part of upper 
Feypt, and took fixty veffe!s laden with provi- 
fions and other property belonging to the Mame- 
Jukes --Mourad Bey bad retired to the moun- 
tains on the skirts of the defart, where it was 
fuppofed he would not be allowed to remain. 
‘The affembly of deputies of the Egyptian pro- 
vinces, which was fummoned to meet on the 
tirft of O€tober, held its firft fitting on the yih: 
Citizens Monge and Bertholet attended this af- 
fembly as French deputies: the elegance of the 
Moffulman habit, the gravity of the deputies, 
and the number of ;heir domettics, are faid to 
contribute to give an air of great dignity to this 
meeting. . 

On the 224 of September, the French army 
celebrated, with great pomp and ceremony, at 
Cuiro, the feftival of the foundation of the 
French republic. After the ufual parade on 
fuch occafions, all the generals, the members of 
the adminifiration, the chief of the Arabs, the 
men of letters, the members of the divan of the 

rovince as well a3 of Cairo, the ages and Turk- 
ith commanders, were invited to dine with the 
commander in chief. A table of 150 covers 
was prepared in the houfe which general Buona- 
parte inhabited: the French colours,’ fay thefe 
accounts, “were united with the Turkith; the 
cap of liberty with the crefcent ; and the rights of 
man with the alcoran. The French gaiety was 
moderated by the Turkith gravity.” The Muf- 
fulmans were left to eat and drink freely as-they 
pleafed, and were faid to have appeared highly 
pleafed with the attention which was paid to 
them. After dinner, feot.and horfe-races began 
for the entertainment of the populace, The 
whole concluded with magnificent fire-works ; 
and a greatnumber of Turkifh ladies filled the 
houf:s to obferve thefe unufu sl {peacles. 

Inthe council of five hundred, Bailleul, on 
the 3d of January, called the attention. of the 
menibers to the fubject of the privateers Be- 
fore a general attack,’ faid he, ‘can be made 
upon the only government we have ftill to com- 
bit, privateers may be «mployed to advantage,’ 
He concluded a vivlent harangue by moving, 
¢ that Englidh merchand ge taken on board priges 
Should be allowed to be fold, under the conditi- 
on of their being Ramped. That the owners of 
privatecrs fhould have a bonus proporcioned to 
the number of privateers they equip, and the 
number ef their crews, who fha!l not confit 
of perions enrolled for the army ornavy.”
